LONDON, Dec 10 «>— Tho labor 
government, preparing to take over 



tho country's 20,00a-ml]o railway 
system aa a noUonoUzed enterprise, 
announced new plaiu today to boss 
Britain's farmers. 

LeglslaUon Just Introduced will 
authorlxe ettensIVD supervision of 
forming, and guarantee prices for 
many crops. It provides the gov- 
emment con take awoy tho property 
of fanners who refuse to abide by 
oltlelal advice on how to grow 
things. The bill Is part of the par- 
liamentary social and iqdus trial 
"■mvolutlon" promlaed by the Labqr 
party In IIH!, 

Although a white paper Issued with 
copies of the bUI did not menUon It, 
another reason for tho drive toward 
greater food producUon waa the 
husbanding of British foreign ex- 
change much of which, parUculorly 
dollan, now la spent for Imported 
food*. 

The white paper declared a aecUon 
dealing with guaranteed prices and 



assured marketa gave food and agri- 
culture mlnlstera "admittedly wide 
powers" to "do anything that L 
necessary to achieve Uie purpose' 
ot the law. 

Costa of guaranteeing prices "can- 
not accurately be estimated In ad- 
vance," the white paper said. 

Technological and mechanical 
Improvementa in farming methods 
will be offered to landowners and 
tenants through a naUonwide agri- 
cultural advisory aervlce. For tho.ie 
who won't take tho government's 
advice the bill -enables Uie minister 
to place them under aupervlslon, to 
Israe dIrecUona to them, and If 
ncccaaarr, to dispossess Uiem." 

DUpoalUon noUcca, served elUier 
by the government or by landlords or 
tenants, could be appealed, however, 
to local trlbunala drawn from land- 
lords, tenants and farm workers. 

Tho whlto paper said better wages, 
better houalng and "the provision 
of a saUafactory career on Uie land" 
would be olfcred to attract men to 
farming, _ _

WASHINGTON. Dec. 19 {/P)— Ushing out bitterly at nn ex-secrctnry whom ho de- 
scribed 11.4 a "Judaa Iscnriot," Senator Bilbo, D.. Miaa., declared today it 1.1 an "old southern 



custom" to dive prcHunla to public servants. 

Bilbo denied before a aenate war invcatipatintt subcom- 
mittee that he had sought giita or funds, "with the posaible 
exception of the money that I borrowed to make a property 
settlement with my cx-wife." The subcommittee ia inquiring 
into his rchitiona with war contractors. 

In a 10,000 word statement, "The Man" Bilbo heaped 
invective upon his former secretary, Edward P. Terry, who 
testified nuninst him yesterday, and on former Rep. Ross 
Collin.*t, a Mississippi political foe. 

Bilbo said the evidence to date ahowcd that "I am a very 
poor man and heavily involved in debt and that I received 
duriiifT ttU tho period that the investigation has covered but 
two Christmas gifta. one an automobile and the other livinR 
room furniture con.iistinB of a sofa, three floor lamps and 
two table lamps." 

Terry told yesterday of preacntinfir a $1,012 new auto- 
mobile to Bilbo on behalf of Michael T. Morriascy, a war 
contractor. 

In hla statement. Bilbo de- 
clared these itiftfl came "from 
real friends and they came 
without any strinirs or obliga- 
tions whatsoever." 

"In fact as to the cor It has been 
a custom not only In Mississippi but 
throughout the' country to make 
presents to cltlncna who have been 
honored by the people." he aald.
